Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  for  1907,  in  accordance  with 
your  requirements,  and  those  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  277  (135  males  and 
142  females)  which  represents  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  21*25  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 
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Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  and  belonging  to  this  District 
was  106,  which  includes  seven  in  the  Farnham  Workhouse,  which 
represents  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  8*1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Pulmonary  Consumption  caused  10  deaths,  which  is  at  the 
Rate  of  0*7  per  1,000. 

Heart  Disease  accounted  for  11  deaths — 0*8  per  1,000. 

Accidents  caused  four  Deaths,  one  caused  by  Suicide,  and  one 
was  due  to  Manslaughter. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  were  23  in  number,  which 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Births  gives  a ratio  of  83. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

Four  Deaths  were  due  to  Zymotic  Disease,  viz.  : — 2 from 
Diphtheria,  1 Scarlet  Fever,  and  1 Puerperal  Fever — which  gives  a 
Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  0’026  per  1,000. 


Zymotic  Diseases. 


I.  Small  Pox. — None. 

II.  Diphtheria. — Four  case  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Three  from  Camberley  and  one  from  Yorktown.  Two  of  the  cases 
terminated  fatally. 


III.  Scarlet  Fever. — Thirty-seven  cases  were  notified, 
which  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

16  in  14  houses. 
3 in  3 houses. 
11  in  9 houses. 
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Nineteen  cases  were  removed  to  the  CounciPs  Isolation 
Hospital,  eleven  cases  were  nursed  at  home,  and  the  seven  cases  at 
Deepeut  Barracks  were  removed  by  the  Military  Authorities  to 
their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Aldershot. 


IV.  Typhoid  Fever. — Two  cases  notified  : one  of  them  was 
removed  to  the  Guildford  Hospital  and  the  other  to  the  Reading 
Hospital.  Both  recovered. 

V.  Erysipelas. — Seven  cases  notified. 

VI.  Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  notified,  one  recovered, 
the  other  terminated  fatally. 


VII.  Measles. — Prevalent  in  a mild  form  in  the  autumn 
months. 
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During  the  year  the  Council,  on  my  recommendation  pro- 
ceeded against  a person  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  for  exposing 
himself  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  12G  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875.  A conviction  was  obtained  but  as  the  Council 
did  not  press  for  a heavy  penalty  (their  object  being  to  call 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Section)  a nominal  fine  only 
was  inflicted  by  the  Bench. 


Disinfection. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  visited  as  early  as  possible 
after  notification.  In  all  cases  particulars  of  the  sickness  are 
taken  and  means  to  secure  proper  isolation.  A card  of  advice, 
also  Abstracts  from  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  applicable  to 
Infectious  Disease,  are  left  at  each  house. 

The  School  Authority  at  which  each  patient  attends,  or  where 
other  children  from  the  same  house  attend,  are  notified  of  the 
presence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  house  and  the  exclusion 
of  the  patient  is  requested  until  further  notice  and  of  the  other 
children  for  fourteen  days  after  the  patient  is  removed  to  Hospital. 
In  cases  treated  at  home,  the  children  are  excluded  from  school 
until  a fortnight  after  disinfection  of  the  house.  Post  cards  are 
sent  to  the  schools  stating  when  the  children  may  recommence. 

Immediately  after  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  or  at  the  termination  of  the  illness  when  nursed  at  home, 
the  rooms  and  bedding  are  thoroughly  disinfected,  first,  by 
spraying  with  a diluted  solution  of  Cyllin  and  in  most  cases  being 
afterwards  fumigated  by  means  of  a Formalin  lamp  or  Sulphur. 

May  I again  point  out  the  great  need  there  is  for  a steam 
apparatus,  in  which  the  bedding,  clothes  and  other  removable

articles  from  infected  houses  may  be  more  thoroughly  and 
effectively  disinfected,  the  means  now  employed  are  only  suitable 
for  superficial  disinfection  and  are  totally  inadequate  to  penetrate 
the  interior  of  mattresses,  bedding,  etc. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises 
from  which  cases  are  notified  and  steps  are  taken  to  get  any 
defects  which  may  be  found  remedied. 


New  Building^s. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  passed  plans  for  112  houses,  of  which 
59  were  for  dwellings  for  the  Working  Classes.  Seven  existing 
houses  which  formerly  drained  into  cesspools  have  been  connected 
with  the  Public  Sewer. 


Water  Supply. 

Eighty-five  additional  houses  in  the  Erimley  Urban  District 
have  been  connected  with  the  Erimley  and  Farnborough  Water 
Company’s  Supply  during  the  year,  which  makes  the  total  number 
of  houses  in  the  District  supplied  by  the  Company,  1607. 

During  the  year  fourteen  samples  of  Well  Water  were 
examined,'  seven  of  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes.  The  owners  were  promptly  notified  of  the  condition  of 
those  condemned,  and  as  a result  13  houses  were  connected  with 
the  Public  Supply. 


Isolation  Hospital . 

Nineteen  cases  of  Scarlet  were  admitted  during  the  year,  one 
of  which  terminated  fatally. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  again  to  express  my 
warm  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  rendered  by  the  Matron — 
Miss  Edmonds. 

Two  new  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  extra  Nurses  have 
been  built,  and  a Mortuary  is  shortly  to  be  added. 


The  Council  Schools. 

Inspections  have  been  made  periodically.  Internal  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  Yorktown  Schools. 

Plans  for  the  erection  of  an  Infants’  School  have  been  sub- 
mitted and  approved  by  the  Council. 

The  Poman  Catholic  Schools  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
in  the  Sanitary  arrangements,  and  improvements  carried  out.  The 
greater  portion  of  the  playground  has  been  paved  with  an 
impervious  material. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Yorktowii  are  approaching 
completion,  the  gas  engines  and  pumping  plant  only  remaining  to 
be  fixed.  The  various  existing  high-level  sewers  discharging  into 
the  new  hydraulic  main,  which  has  been  completed,  have  now  been 
connected  up  and  this  portion  of  the  scheme  has  been  brought  into 
operation,  the  sewage  being  dealt  with  in  the  Tanks  and  Bacteria 
Filters,  the  mechanical  apparatus  for  screening  the  sewage  has  also 
been  delivered  and  fixed. 

The  Sewage  Farm  has  been  underdrained  for  purposes  of 
irrigation  and  portion  of  the  land  trenched. 

The  main  intercepting  sewer  through  the  Watchetts  Valley, 
for  draining  the  Waverley  Court  and  Brackenbury  Estates  was 
completed  in  December,  and  eight  houses  on  the  Estates  have  been 
connected,  the  necessary  sewers  having  been  laid  by  the  owners  of 
the  Estates;  the  sewage  being  lifted  to  the  tanks  by  means  of 
temporary  pumps  until  the  permanent  pumps  are  fixed. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  work  of  laying 
the  Main  Intercepting  Sewer  to  Frimlej  and  Frimley  Green,  the 
Contractor  having  carried  the  Sewer  some  distance  beyond  Frimley 
Street.  Work  has  been  temporarily  suspended  during  the  wet 
weather,  but  will  be  recommenced  in  the  Spring  and  completed 
during  the  coming  year. 

Several  lengths  of  Old  Sewer  in  bad  condition  at  Camberley 
and  Yorktown  have  been  relaid  by  the  Contractor. 

Sewers  have  been  laid  at  Frimley  and  Frimley  Green  by  direct 
labour  at  a cost  of  £900  and  will  be  ready  for  use  when  the  Inter- 
cepting Sewer  is  completed. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  lYlilkshops. 

There  were  32  names  on  the  Register  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year.  Since  then  one  has  changed  ownership  and  five  new 
names  have  been  added.  In  each  case  these  were  Milksellers  from 
other  Districts  who  retail  their  milk  within  this  District  so  that  at 
the  present  time  there  are  37  registered  names  under  the  order. 

Twenty  of  these  are  Cowkeepers  and  Milksellers  (in  a few 
instances  only  a small  quantity  of  surplus  milk  is  sold)  one  Cow- 
keeper  who  sells  no  milk,  converts  it  into  butter  and  two  sell  the 
milk  wdiolesale.  Four  keep  breeding  stock  only  and  the  remainder 
are  Retailers  and  Dairymen.  During  the  year  110  inspections 
have  been  made  of  the  condition  of  the  premises. 

The  Regulations  came  into  force  in  the  District  in  August, 
1903,  since  when  much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  conditioji  of 
the  Cowsheds,  etc.,  and  to  bring  them  more  into  line  with  modern 
requirements. 

During  the  summer  a Sub-Committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee  to  visit  and  report  on  the  condition  of  several 
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Cowsheds.  As  a result  notices  were  served  by  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  on  the  occupiers  of  each  of  the  premises  visited  for  non- 
compliance  with  the  Bylaws,  and  warning  them  that  legal  pro- 
ceedings would  be  taken  unless  the  defects  stated  were  remedied. 

There  is  still  room  for  great  improvement  in  construction  and 
general  cleanliness  in  the  sheds  in  the  District,  and  this  especially 
applies  to  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  during  the  operation 
of  milking  and  to  the  grooming  of  the  cows. 

The  periodical  limewashing  of  sheds  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  on  receiving  the  half-yearly  notice,  and  at  any  other 
time  by  the  aid  of  a verbal  notice.  The  Dairies  and  Milkshops 
are  as  a rule  well  kept  and  in  good  condition.

There  are  ten  outworkers  whose  premises  come  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshops’  Act.  These  have  been  inspected  and 
found  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

The  Bakehouses  have  each  been  inspected  several  times  during 
the  year,  and  notices  issued  for  Lime  washing  whenever  required. 
Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  approaches  to  them,  and  in 
several  instances  notices  have  been  served  on  the  occupiers  to  pave 
the  surface  of  the  yard. 

In  conclusion  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  and  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  the  ready  help  at  all  times  afforded  me,  and 
especially  to  Mr.  Maskery,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  very 
able  way  in  which  he  has  carried  out  his  duties.

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Frimley  Urban  District, 

Sir, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  work  done 
in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1907. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

In  accordance  with  the  General  Orders  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  and  the  Public  Health  Acts,  etc.,  there  has  been 
periodical  and  systematic  inspection  of  the  District  throughout  the 
year.  By  this  means  many  nuisances,  which  would  probably  have 
never  been  reported,  have  been  discovered  and  steps  taken  for 
their  abatement. 

Altogether,  some  2,248  inpections  of  premises  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  Department  have  been  made.  These  include 
inspection  of  premises  on  complaint,  visits  to  works  in  progress, 
house-to-house  inspections.  Infectious  Disease  visits,  inspection  of 
slaughter-houses,  workshops  and  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds 
and  milkshops,  etc.,  etc. 

In  no  case  has  admission  to  premises  been  refused. 

Complaints. 

During  the  year  53  complaints  relative  to  nuisance  were 
received  and  immediately  investigated.  In  10  cases  no  nuisance 
injurious  to  health  existed.  Twenty-five  complaints  respecting  the 
non-removal  of  house  refuse  were  also  received.  These  were  acknow- 
ledged and  referred  to  the  Surveyor’s  department,  under  whose 
supervision  the  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out. 

Notices  Served. 

Wherever  nuisance  is  found  to  exist,  a preliminary  notice  is  at 
once  served  upon  the  person  responsible,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  matter  and  pointing  out  the  works  necessary  to  remedy  the 
same.  This  generally  results  in  the  work  being  done  without 
further  trouble,  but  where  the  notice  is  not  complied  with  within  a 
reasonable  time,  report  is  made  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  asking 
for  their  authority  to  serve  Statutory  Notice. 

148  Preliminary  Notices  and  30  Statutory  Notices  have  been 
served  during  the  year,  the  following  being  a summary  of  the 
latter : —

The  greater  number  of  these  notices  have  been  complied  with 
and  in  the  few  remaining  the  work  is  now  in  hand.  In  no  case 
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has  it  been  uecessaiy  to  take  proceedings  before  a Magistrate  for 
the  abatement  of  any  nuisance. 

House  Drainag^e- 

The  drains  to  37  existing  houses  have  been  taken  up  and  re- 
constructed. Seven  cesspools  have  been  abolished  and  connections 
made  to  the  Public  Sewer.  A combined  drain,  taking  the  drainage 
of  three  houses  has  been  reconstructed  by  the  Council  at  their  own 
cost.  Obstructioiis  in  the  drains  to  27  houses  have  been  cleared 
on  service  of  notice.  Twenty-six  defective  pans  have  been  taken 
out  and  replaced  by  pans  of  an  approved  type,  and  20  W.C’s  have 
been  provided  with  flushing  apparatus. 

Wherever  it  has  been  necessary  to  reconstruct  house  drains,  I 
have  generally  found  the  ordinary  stoneware  pipe  with  cement 
joints,  the  most  suitable  material  for  the  district.  In  several 
instances  I have,  however,  insisted  on  their  being  laid  on  cement 
concrete,  owing  to  the  imperfect  gradient  and  soft  ground  found 
in  the  original  line  of  drain. 

The  water  test  is  always  applied  to  new  drains  and  the  smoke 
test  to  soil  pipes  and  ventilating  shafts. 

In  two  instances  heavy  cast-iron  pipes  were  used,  but  these 
were  laid  quite  voluntary  by  the  owners  of  the  respective  premises. 

Hous0“to- House  Inspection. 

There  has  been  a considerable  reduction  in  these  calls  during 
the  past  year,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  and  also  to  the 
unsuitable  weather  we  have  experienced.  In  the  85  calls  made, 
numerous  defects  and  and  contraventions  were  found  and  remedied 
on  service  of  notice;  these  include  defective  roofs,  causing  internal 
dampness,  defective  walls,  ceilings  and  floors,  defective  and  absence 
of  eavesgutters  and  downspouts,  defective  W.C’s.  flushing 
apparatus,  sinks  and  sink  wastes,  insanitary  yards,  and  improper 
provision  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse. 

The  provision  of  a paved  area  at  the  rear  of  cottage  property 
is  one  of  the  great  needs  of  the  district,  and  wherever  a portion 
has  been  provided  it  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  occupants, 
as  it  facilitates  cleanliness  and  prevents  nuisances  arising  from  the 
soakage  of  surface-water  into  the  ground  and  also  into  the  base  of 
the  walls.  Frequently  I And  small  pools  of  surface-water  lying  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  living  rooms  and  occasionally  liquids  of  a more 
objectionable  kind,  the  latter  being  the  fruits  of  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  occupier. 

Such  conditions  can  only  be  remedied  by  an  impervious  pave- 
ment and  although  there  are  a few  owners  who  complain  of  what 
they  call  an  unnecessary  expense,  the  majority  and  especially  those 
owning  the  smaller  houses,  have  willingly  complied  with  the  notice 
served,  a fact  which  points  to  their  sympathy  Avith  this  class  of 
sanitary  improvement,  Avheii  the  amount  of  paving  demanded  is  not 
unreasonable.  Usually  I have  treated  each  case  on  its  merits.  In 
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some  the  minimum  amount  specified  by  the  Bylaws  is  demanded, 
i.e.,  150  square  feet ; in  others  a considerable  amount  less  has  been 
sufficient  and  by  these  means  many  nuisances  and  insanitary 
conditions  have  been  remedied  and  prevented.

Dust  Receptacles. 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  District 
without  proper  means  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse.  The 
responsibility  of  the  provision  of  these  receptacles  has  previously 
been  thrust  upon  the  occnpiers,  with  the  result  that  articles  of  an 
altogether  unsuitable  character  have  been  provided.  In  such  cases 
notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owner  for  the  provision  of  a 
portable  receptacle  and  I have  usually  recommended  the  circular 
galvanised  iron  dustbin  with  tight-fitting  cover.  Of  these  82  have 
been  provided  during  the  year,  to  replace  those  which  were  un- 
suitable or  where  none  previously  existed. 

Overcrowding  of  Dwelling  Houses. 

Five  cases  of  overcrowding  so  as  to  be  a nuisance  have  been 
found  during  the  year.  Three  of  these  were  abated  on  the  service  of 
preliminary  and  verbal  notice,  two  were  reported  to  Council,  when 
a Statutory  notice  under  Sec.  94,  P.H.  Act,  1875,  was  served. 
This  notice  was  complied  with  within  the  time  specified. 

There  are  a large  number  of  houses  within  the  District  in 
which  the  number  of  persons  living  may  not  be  sufficient  to  define 
the  house  as  being  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  injurious  or  dangerous 
to  health  and  yet  are  too  numerous  to  be  advisable  or  desirable  for 
the  comfort  and  moral  life  of  the  occupants.  This  is  more 
especially  to  be  found  in  the  South  Ward,  where  in  some  of  the 
cottages  there  is  a portion  sublet  to  married  soldiers  living  off  the 
strength.  Frequently  I find  cases  where  three  or  four  members  of 
one  family,  he.,  father,  mother  and  one  or  two  children,  occupy 
the  front  room  on  the  ground  floor  as  a living  and  sleeping  room 
and  in  some  cases  where  every  room  in  the  house  is  used  as  a 
sleeping  room  in  order  to  obtain  the  required  free  air  space,  viz., 
300  cubic  feet.  This  is  a most  undesirable  practice  and  one  very 
difficult  to  deal  with,  in  fact  it  cannot  be  adequately  dealt  with 
while  there  is  a scarcity  of  suitable  cottages  and  rents  are  so  high. 

Dwelling  Houses  Cleansed. 

Twenty-five  dwelling  houses  have  been  cleansed  and  white- 
washed during  the  year.  Three  have  had  fixed  windows  made  to 
open  and  six  provided  with  more  light. 
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Precautions  against  Infectious  Disease. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  have 
been  carried  out  on  receipt  of  Notice  of  Infectious  Disease.  The

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  cleansed  and  disinfected 
during  the  j^ear. 

In  one  case  only  were  instructions  given  for  the  destruction  of 
bedding.  This  was  carried  out  and  the  owner  recompensed.  In 
three  other  cases  destruction  was  carried  out  by  request. 

Wherever  necessary  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  infected 
premises  are  called  upon  to  strip  and  cleanse  the  walls  and  white- 
wash the  ceilings  of  the  infected  rooms.  This  has  been  carried  out 
at  11  houses. 

Food  Inspection. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  at  those  shops  and 
premises  where  articles  of  food  are  exposed  for  sale  or  in  prepara- 
tion for  sale.  In  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  seize  any  under 
Sec.  116,  P.H.  Act,  1875,  as  unsound  for  the  food  of  man. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  two  Licensed  and  two  Registered  premises  for  the 
slaughtering  of  cattle  in  the  District.  These  have  been  kept  under 
strict  supervision  and  whenever  any  irregularity  or  contravention 
was  found,  the  occupier’s  attention  was  at  once  called  to  the 
matter. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  three  has  been  well  maintained 
during  the  year ; in  the  fourth  I found  it  necessary  to  report  its 
condition  to  Council,  with  the  result  that  the  occupier  was  asked 
to  execute  certain  works  for  general  external  improvements.  These 
up  to  the  present  have  not  been  done,  but  a promise  has  been  given 
that  the  work  shall  be  put  in  hand  as  early  as  possible. 

Gipsy  Encampment. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  numerous  complaints  were 
received  of  a nuisance  from  gipsies  in  Sturt  Lane,  Frimley  Green, 
and  in  the  month  of  May  notice  was  served  upon  the  owner  of  the 
land,  by  the  authority  of  the  Council  which  had  the  desired 
effect.  Since  that  time  other  land  in  Frimley  Green  has  been 
occupied  by  the  nomad  class,  and  notice  was  again  served  on  the 
owner  of  the  land  by  authority  of  the  Council  for  the  provision 
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bf  a proper  water  supply  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences. 
This  was  again  successful,  the  owner  preferring  a vacant  field 
rather  than  to  incur  the  necessary  expense. 

House  Refuse. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  mainly  by  direct 
labour,  the  Council’s  horses  and  carts  being  employed ; only  at 
extraordinary  times  is  labour  by  contract  employed. 

Owing  to  the  large  area  there  is  considerable  difficulty 
experienced  for  the  want  of  sufficient  and  suitable  tips. 

A weekly  call  is  made  at  each  house  within  the  scavenging 
area,
